MINUTES OF A MEETING OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF CONCORDIA

OPEN SESSION 


1. Chairman's remarks 


The Chairman wished all Governors a Happy New Year; he anticipated that it would 
certainly be an interesting one. 


Dy Minutes of the previous (December 11, 1975) meeting 


Dr. MclIlhone pointed out that his name had been omitted from the list of those present. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes, with this amendment, were approved. 


3, Business arising out of the minutes 


(i) 


Part-time Students' Association 


Mr. James presented a draft resolution (copies of which had been circulated at the 
meeting) proposing one final attempt to revitalize the P.T.S.A. After the 
resolution had been seconded, the Rector spoke to it and put forward the 
following amendment to paragraph 5 of the P.T.S.A. resolution: 


"The constitution of the PTSA shall not come into effect nor shall the candidates 
receiving a plurality of the votes cast in respect of contested positions be 
considered elected if fewer than 800 students eligible to vote shall have cast votes 
for the purpose of electing each of the candidates for the office of President and 
contested offices of First Vice-President, Second Vice-President, Secretary and 
Treasurer." 


This amendment was duly seconded, voted on and carried. 


The motion, as amended, was then put to the vote and carried. It reads as follows: 


"(1) In accordance with the recommendation of the Board of Trustees, one 
final attempt be made to generate student interest and enthusiasm in 
respect of the activities of the Part Time Students Association ("PTSA"); 


(2) The Trustees allocate such resources of the PTSA as in their discretion 
appear warranted in the circumstances to generate student interest during 
such time; 


(3) The Trustees continue in office until elections are held in March or 
April 1976 to fill the elected positions contemplated in the Constitution of 
the PTSA; 


(4) Notwithstanding the terms of the Constitution of the PTSA, such 
elections shall not proceed unless there shall have been bona fide 
contestations for the office of President and for a majority in number of 
the other elected positions contemplated therein; 


(5) The constitution of the PTSA shall not come into effect nor shall the 
candidates receiving a plurality of the votes cast in respect of contested 
positions be considered elected if fewer than 800 students eligible to vote 
shall have cast votes for the purpose of electing each of the candidates for 
the office of President and contested offices of First Vice-President, 
Second Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. 


(6) Should requirements of paragraphs (4) and (5) not be met the PTSA 
shall cease to exist effective upon the next meeting of the Board of 
Governors upon such terms and conditions as shall be determined by the 
Board of Governors at such time, its Constitution shall be revoked and 
considerations shall be given to alternate means of ensuring that part time 
students are adequately represented in all appropriate areas of University 
life; and 


(7) The proposal pertaining to the PTSA tabled by the Rector be held in 
abeyance pending the outcome of the foregoing.” 


(11) Application for liquor permits 


It was explained that, after last month's meeting of the Board, further study had 
made it clear that the next steps required were two resolutions of the Board

applying for a Reception Permit and a Bar Permit respectively. The Rector 
explained why there had to be two different permits. 


The following resolution was then proposed, seconded and carried: 
"IT WAS RESOLVED: 


That Mr. J. A. Woodcock, Assistant Vice-Rector, Services, be and is hereby 
authorized to apply for a Reception Permit on behalf of Concordia University for 
the purposes of receptions to be held at Concordia, or on its campuses, for 
university purposes." 


The Board then addressed itself to the second resolution which was duly 
proposed, seconded and carried. It reads as follows: 


"IT WAS RESOLVED: 


That Mr. J. A. Woodcock, Assistant Vice-Rector, Services, be and is hereby 
authorized to apply, on behalf of Concordia University, for a Bar Permit where 
music and dancing shall be allowed on the 7th floor of the Hall Building, being part 
of Floor Plan H721, located at 1455 de Maisonneuve Boulevard West, Montreal, 
and forming part of Sir George Williams campus of Concordia University." 


Task Force on Council Organization for the Student Services Area 


The Chairman reported that there had been some developments in this matter 
since the last meeting of the Board and he would be discussing these developments 
with the Task Force on Monday evening, January 12, 1976. 


New Business 


(i) 


Commission to study the codes of conduct and related documents and regulations 
on both campuses. 


The Rector reminded the Board that it had passed, at its meeting on October 9, 
1975, a resolution "to establish a commission to study the codes of conduct and 
related documents and regulations on both campuses". He also referred to his 
memorandum of December 15 to the Members of the Board in which he had listed 
a Senate resolution of November 21 on this same matter. In his memorandum of 
December 15, Dr. O'Brien had mentioned a draft working paper which was being 
prepared on the topics raised in the second part of the Senate resolution of 
November 21, 1975. This working paper, dated January 6, 1976, was now ready 
and he passed out copies to Members of the Board.

After some discussion, the Board agreed that, rather than deal with the Senate 
resolution piecemeal, and bearing in mind that the Board had not had an 
opportunity to read the working paper, it would be better to table the whole issue 
until the following meeting of the Board. 


A motion to this effect was duly made, seconded and carried. 


Recommendation from Senate on the membership of the Computer Science 
Committee. 


The Rector introduced the following motion which had been passed by Senate at 
its Meeting of December 5, 1975: 


"That Senate recommends that the Board of Governors extend, to the end of 
1975/76, the right of the members of the Loyola Computer Science faculty to elect 
one representative to the Computer Science Committee of Senate. The present 


composition limits this right to the period 1974/75. (Doc. US-75-12-D4)" 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board of Governors accepted the 
recommendation from the Senate. 


Recommendation from Senate on the membership of SGW Faculty of Arts 
Council and of the Loyola Faculty of Arts and Science Council. 


The Rector then drew attention to the following recommendation from Senate to 
the Board: 


"That Council membership be changed as follows: 
S.G.W. Faculty of Arts - add: 


1 member (non-voting) from the University Faculty of Fine Arts, 
appointed by the Council of the University Faculty of Fine Arts. 


Loyola Faculty of Arts and Science - add: 


1 member from the University Faculty of Fine Arts, appointed by the 
Council of the University Faculty of Fine Arts." 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board of Governors accepted this 
recommendation from the Senate. 


5. Date and Place of next meeting 


The next regular meeting of the Board will be held at noon on February 12, 1976 in the 
Hall Building. 


6. Adjournment 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 2:00 p.m.
